GOVERNMENT TO DETERMINE 
BEST ELEVATOR LOCATIONS 


Plan the Construction of a System of 
Interior Elevaters and Transfer Ele- 
vaters at the Coast and Hudson Bay 
—Samople Markets at Winnipeg and 

) Fort William. 

Oitawa —Probably the most import- 
ant feature of the Canadian Grain 
Commission report tabled in the house 
by Hon. George E. Foster, is that in 
order to provide adequate facilities 
for the handling of the future grain 
crops, an effort would be made to 
take full advantage of the completion 
oi the Hudson Bay railway and the 
Panama Canal. This could best be 
done, the commissioners say, by the 
construction of a system of interior 
elevators, transfer elevators on the 
coast and Hudson Bay. Suegestion 
is made that the board should be au- 
thorized by government to investigate 
and report on the most suitable loca- 
, tion for these elevators. The board 
takes it for granted that such a sys- 
tom of elevators would be both owned 
and operated by the government. 

The board recommends that sample 
wheat markets should be established 
in Winnipeg and Fort Will’am by Sept 
1, 191%, and that the railway compan 
jes be requested to grant.fac'litier 
for taking samples at such points 
shail be agreed upon by the ra‘lwa 
commission and the grain commission 

Another suggestion is that there 
should be established in Winn'peg a 


laboratory for test'ng the milling and | 


iaking qualities of the Canadien grain, 
This, the commissioners th'nk, could 
be established in connection with the 
Winnipeg Agricultural College. Other 
recommendations are that there 
tld be one Inspection at the head 
of the lakes instead of two; that there 
should be a reduction in the number 
of inspector districts in the eastern 
division; that there should be a chief 


nspector for the western division; 
that a weighmaster should be ap 
pointed for the western division to 


have charge of a weighing departmen( 
and that a system of registration and 
cancellation of the warehouse receipts

Weeds when allowed to attain 
their full growth, take from the soil 
all the moisture put there by the 
June rains, and ploughing under 
weeds with their 
nearly so, is adding a thousand-fold 
to.the myriads already in the soil, 
and does not materially enrich the 
land. 

During the past two years the 
term **Dry Farming” has been ap- 
plied to what was formerly known 
in the West as ‘Summer Fallow”. 

With the exception of the addit- 
ion of the soil packer, there is no 
change in the methods formerly 
used, when the spring rains and fre- 
quent cultivation were depended 
upon for the packing of the soil. 
Packers are without doubt, most 
useful instruments on the farm, and 
where from any cause the soil is 
loose, they should be used. They 
are however, expensive implements 
and within the means of compar- 
atively few settlers. Fortunately 
early ploughing and frequent shallow 
culuvation may be depended upon 
to produce almost equally satisfac- 
tory results in the majority of cases.” 

This is a convincing argument in 
favor of proper tillage which applies 
to ‘rrigated land as we'l as that de- 
pendent on the natural rainfall, Ir- 
rigation does not take the place of 
cultivation, but does afford means 
of supplying moisture when needed 
and therefore obviates the necessity 
of summer fallowing in order to 
store two seasons rainfall to insure 
one crop. Summer Fallowing may 
however be advisable even on irri- 
gated land, in order to get rid of 
weeds, or, in cases where the farmer 
has more land than he can properly 
prepare for seeding in the limited

time imposed by our climatic con. | 
ditions. It all -omes back to the 
fact that the certainty of returns and 
size of the yields are in proportion 
to the theroughness and intelligence 
with which the work is handled, and 
that it does not pay to use ship-shod 
methods under any system. 

Many fields in the Western Sec- 
tion are becoming foul with weeds 
and a summer fallow after the plan 
proposed by Mr H, B. Heeney, 
Manager Demorstration Farm, 
Strathmore, could be used to ad- 
vantage in preparing for grain and 
other crops. This plan is simply 
the one outlined above with the ad- 
dition of an irrigation about August 
ist, followed by a light cultivation 
to the end of the season The sec- 
ond year a good clean crop should 
be secured from an early seeding 
and should be offin time to permit 
of double discing and harrowing be- 
fore freezing and thus be ready for 
the Second crop. Any additional 
moisture required by the second 
grain crop can be supplied by irri- 
gating the crop in June or whenever 
the conditions warrant, which will 
again leave the ground in moist 
condition for fall plowing and hare 
rowing. This system allows the 
grain grower to get twocrops from 
one plowing and irrigate when the 
ground and water are warm and at 
a time when he is least busy. 

On irrigated lands the head ditch- 
es should be built from the turnout 
in a permanent manner and the field 
ditches plowed and cleaned with a 
“og devil” after seeding and before 
the crop is high enough to obscure 
the ground. The head ditches car- 
ry the water to the different fields 
and elevations and the field ditches 
are space d from 50 to 200 feet apart, 
and from them, the water is turned 
on the land by flooding. Furrow 
irrigation is used for cultivated 
crops like potatoes and may be 
used jor alfalfa or grain, but re- 
quires preparation, 
The furrows should usually be trom 
330 to 650 feet long Fields that 
are to be irrigated by flooding 
should always be leveled after plow- 
ing ard discing by means of a home- 
made leveler, 16 to-go feetloug and 
5 to 8 feet wide. Itis usually buiit 
of 2x10 timbers with the centre 
crosspiece arranged to act as a cut- 
ting edge, This implement covers 
the dead furrows and shaves off the 
knolls so that the water may te 
spread evenly. If there is danger ct 
the wind shiting the sil beloe 
seeding, it should be hariowed n 
the direction the water is going to 
tike, so as to form small ridges 
that tend to prevent the soil from 
drifting, 

The greatest benefit from the use 
of water comes from increased yields 
from allalfi, clover, or other hay 
crops, but during the season of 1912, 
Which was fairly wet, irrigated grain 
has matured earliet-and given a 
higher yield. 

Where the soil is suitable, at least 
half ot each irrigated farm should 
be in Alfalfa as the basis of a rota- 
tion that will keep up the fertility 
of the soil and avoid the necessity of 
the summer fallow as a regular re- 
quirement. When it is desired to 
seed down to Alfalfa it is most de- 
sirable however to have either sum- 
mer fallow or potato land which 
has been thourghly cultivated and 
kept from weeds Cultivation 
should follow irrigation in every 
case that the nature of the crop 
permits.

And Whereas the amount of the ex- 
isting debenture debt of the Town of

Mr Bush presid- 
ed, and all the other members were 
present, 

Some discussion took place re- 
garding the relations between the 
Town Council and the School Board, 
Under the Town Act adopied last 
year the Council collects the taxes 
tor the Board, and hands them over, 
and the question has arisen as to the 
times and amounts in which the 
money should be handed over, The 
delay in the sale of the town deben- 
tures caused the School Bourd to be 
rather be hind in getting their mon- 
ey, and they wrote the Council re- 
cently making a final demand for 
the balance due them under the 1y12 
assessment. The Council agreed 
to give the Board their proportion 
of the taxes as they came in in fu- 
ture, but retused to hand over all 
the money at once. They commen- 
ted strongly on Mayor Lambert's 
references to the request of the 
Board at a recent Council meeting, 
which they considered unjust. The 
following motion was passed. 
“That, in the opinion of the School 
Board, the comments made by May- 
or Lambert, as reported in the Stan- 
dard, .were entirely uncalled for, 
and of such a nature as to warrant 
an apology.”” The motion was car- 
ried unanimously, and it was agreed 
to send a copy of the motion to the 
Mayor.
